President McKinley has refused to recall 
him. Spain has intimated that to send sup-

President McKinley has decid- 
ed that the supplies will go, as originally 
intended, on the warships Montgomery and 
Nashville.

‘che Montgomery, commanded by Com- 


mander G. A. Converse, has already been in 


Cuban waters. It is an unprotected cruiser, 
launched in 1891, and has been in commis- 
sion since June 21, 1894. The ship is manned 
by twenty officers and 237 men. The main 
battery ls made up ot ten five-inch rapid- 
fire guns, and in the secondary battery are 
six six-pound and two one-pound rapid-fire 
guns, two gatlings, and a field gun, while 
in the tubes are two deadly Whitehead 
torpedoes. 
The Montgomery is admirably fitted for 
work in small harbors, and could hold its 
own against any of the fleet of Spanish 
gunboats which encircle Cuba, but not 
against the Vizcaya and Oquendo, the bat- 
tleships now in Havana harbor. 
These two ships may be sent to Matanzas, 
but this would. be poor tactics on the part of 


‘the Spaniards, as it would leave Havana 


practically unprotected. For this reason 
it is assumed that the Montgomery would be 
in control of Matanzas while there, 

Tue Nashville, which is ordered to Sagua, 
is a small gunboat of 1,371 tons displace- 
ment, carrying eight four-inch rapid-fire 
guns and a setondary battery of four six 
and two one pound rapid fires, two Colts, 
and a field gun. The Nashville will be man- 
‘aged by Commander W. Maynard and has a 
force of eleven officers and 165 men.

The Columbia and Minneapolis are sister 
ships and are splendid ships of the protected 
cruiser class, having protected decks, with 
four inches of steel armor on the slopes and 
two and one-half inches on the flat. They are 
manned each by thirty officers and 447 men. 
In size the ships outrank the Maine, although 
that was classed as a battleship, ag they are 
412 feet long and with a displacement of 
7,875 tons. Bach ship is heavily armed, car- 
rying one eight and two six-inch rifies and 
eight four-inch rapid fire guns, while in the 
secondary battery are twelve six and four 
one pound rapid fire guns, two Colts anda 
field gun. Bach of these big ships carries 
four torpedoes. 

They will form a powerful accession to the 
fighting strength of the North Atlantic 
syuadron, and they will be ready for sea 
before Spain gets her English bought ships 
ready for their stores. These are not coast 
defense ships, but vessels fully equipped 
either as commerce destroyers or as valu- 
able parts of a line of battle. The commis- 
gion at the present time would not have been 
resorted to except as a measure justified by 
the extreme gravity of the situation.

Recall Is to Placate Dupuy de Lome. 

It is new well understood at the State 
department that immediately on his return 
to Spain Dupuy de Lome submitted to his 
government proofs of some of Lee’s frank 
Sayings and doings. His recall was de- 
cided upon to placate the disgraced Spanish 
Minister, whose hatred of all things Ameri- 
can now knows no bounds. De Lome is to 
be avenged through Lee, in spite of the fact 
that the Spanish Minister was not a Sa- 
gasta adherent, and would be willing to 
see the Prime Minister make a mistake 
which would affect the Spanish elections. 

These elections, it is said, are largely re- 
sponsible for the sudden hostility of the 


‘Spanish government, hostility which three 


weeks ago was only vaguely felt, whereas 
now it has been openly demonstrated. 

The act of Spain in suggesting Lee’s re- 
call and in protesting against using war- 
ships to carry supplies has been made the 
subject of serious conferences at the White 
House. It was at first proposed that the 
President should present the facts to Con- 
gress in a special message tomorrow. That 
may yet be done, but it is not likely, as it 
is felt that such a message at this time 
could have no effect except to provoke a 
declaration of war, which is not wanted just 
now. | | 

Prays for Peace; Prepares for War. 

It is the President's intention to prepare 

for the worst, but if possible to avoid giving 


cause for war, leaving it to Spain to furnish 
a provocation which will justify hostilities 


in the eyes of foreign nations quite as much | 


as in this country. With all the prepara- 
tions now going on the President has main- 
tained his equipose admirably, and while de- 
termined to preserve the honor of the na- 
tion intact, as he showed tonight by his 
prompt refusal to domply with Spain's in- 
sulting demands, has kept constantly in 
view his responsibility to the people.

Madrid, March 6.—[Copyright, 1598, Press

The Madrid press has shown animus for 
some time against Consul General Lee, and 
especially in the statement in EI Corre- 
spondéncia de Espana last night, attributed 
to an important person in the present ad- 
ministration, to the effect that if Lee had 
wired to his government the opinion on the 
Maine catastrophe that correspondents 
stated, the Spanish government would be 
obliged to insist upon an immediate rectifi- 
cation and recall of that official.” 

The Madrid government expects very 
favorable results from the electoral mani- 
festo just issued in Havana by the autono- 
mist executive committee. All the new con- 
cessions in the shape of home rule fore- 
shadowed by this manifesto will be approved 
by the home government if they contribute 
toward helping the pacification: of the 
colony. 

The Imparcial today publishes minute 
details concerning the smuggling alleged to 
have been carried on by American traders 
resident in Cuba with the connivance of 
some people connected with the committees 
on relief for the distressed Cubans. The 
Imparcial adds: Consul Lee was very in-

EDITORIAL ATTACKS ON LEE. 


The Spanish Press Indulges in Insolent 
Comment on McKinley’s Refusal | 
to Recall the Consul General. 


‘Madrid, March 6.—Sefior Gullon, Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, recently inti- 
mated to United States Minister Woodford 
that the Spanish government desired the 
recall from Havana of Consul General Lee, 
and that the American warships which have 
been designated to convey supplies to Cuba 
for the relief of the sufferers there should 
be replaced by merchant vessels, in order to 
deprive the assistance sent to the reconcen- 
trados of an official character. 

Minister Woodford cabled the requests to 
the Washington government, which replied, 
refusing to recall General Lee in the present 
circumstances or to countermand the order 
for the dispatch of war vessels, making the 
representation that the relief vessels are not 
fighting ships. 

For several days the newspapers have 
been violently attacking Consul General 
Fitzhugh Lee. ‘ 

The Imparcial, after remarking that an 
American newspaper has insinuated that 
General Lee is a member of a syndicate de- 
siring to purchase Cuba,“ says: His - 
will towards Spain is so marked that even 
American newspapers inimical to Spain are 
remarking it.” 

The Imparcial calls upon the government 
to demand the replacing of Consul General 
Lee, “ who, instead of tightening the bonds 
of ndship between Spain and the United 
States, daily renders the situation more 
threatening.”” It adds that the next session 
of the Cortes will “ consider Consul General 
Lee’s conduct.” 

The Havana correspondent of the Impar- 
clal says: “Among the packages of food 
sent by the Americans to Cuba the customs 
officers. found watches, jewelry, and other 
cont articles. All such parcels were 
cons Consul General Lee, who is said 
to have energetically protested against such 
contraband, declaring that it was without his 
knowledge.”

Jacks, the alleged murderer, is the man 
arrested last Monday night in Indiana ave- 
nue, after a running revolver fight with the 
police, who had in his possession a section 
of gas pipe, wound with cloth at one end 
and weighted with a casing of lead at the 
other. It was this weapon, according to the 
confession, that killed McGee. ° With this 
terrible instrument under his coat, he en- 
tered the hallway of the apartment house 
in advance of the old man and struck him to 
hig death. Hastily rifling his pockets, he 
sucured §26 in money and a silver watch. 
Then both men fied northward and escaped 
detection. 


Is an Ex-Chiet of Police. 

Jacks is ex-Chief of Police of Muskegon, 
Mich., and a man with a record. He made 
a desperate resistance to the policemen who 
arrested him, and was immediately found to 
be wanted under twenty-seven indictments. 
He was tried before Judge Waterman and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for an. in- 
definite term for the robbery of Mrs. Hage- 
now in North Clark street. His companion 
is also known as a criminal, but has not such 
a bad record. He seems to have been totally 
under Jacks’ influence and to have done ex- 
actly as he was bidden. His story of the 
crime shows that he did all the work save 
the actual killing, and under the orders of 
his mentor ran all the risk of being iden- 
tified should the plan fall through.

London, March 7.—The Daily Telegraph | 
Says editorially this morning: It ia difii- 
cult for outsiders to judge such a case, but 
if it can be proved that Consul General Lee 
has uttered a tithe of the anti-Spanish senti- 
ments the Spanish and American press has 
credited him with, it is difficult to see why 
the principle América applied to Sackville 
West and Sefior Dupuy de Lome should not 
be invoked by Spain, whose request that 
merchantmen should replace men-of-war 
scems very reasonable and moderate.

“Don’t you consider that this move on 
Spain's part puts this country nearer war 
than it ever was over the Virginius affair?” 

Not at all. If anything, we were nearer 
war then than we are now, but the counsels 
of Wall street finally prevailed and the 
danger was averted.”’ 

What would be the result if President 
McKinley should refuse to comply with 
Spain’s request?“ 

“In that case Spain could refuse any 
longer to recognize General Lee in his offi- 
cial capacity, although, of course, there 
would be nothing to prevent him from re- 
maining in Cuba as a private citizen.“ 

“Do you not regard this request at this 
time as a deliberate insult to the United 
States on the part of Spain?“ 

“I do not regard it as a casus belli, if that 
is what you mean. Any nation at any time 
has the right to demand the recall of the 
representative of another nation as soon as 
that representative becomes distasteful to 
her or inimical to her policy.” , 

“Is the demand by Spain that our war- 
ships shall not carry supplies to the starv- 
ing Cubans a hostile act?’ | 

“No; it is no more than their right to de- 
mand that if we send supplies to these peo- 
ple they shall be sent by merchant vessels. 
The use of warships at such a time might 
justly be regarded as a hostile act on our 
part. The demand, however, might be justi- 
fied on another ground, and that ts that a 
warship, not being amenable to customs © 
regulations, might be made the means of 
smuggling various contraband articles to 
these people. Spain's right to demand that 


‘these supplies be sent by peaceful mer- 


chantmen cannot be questioned.“ 

“Do you look for 4 war as a result of 
these latest acts on the part of Spain?” 

“Not necessarily as a result of the de- 
mand for the recall of General Lee or the 
request that the United States warships be 
ordered not to carry supplies to starving 
Cubans. These are not extraordinary acts, 
and not causes for a declaration of war. All 
I care to say on these points is that they 
have a tendency to embarrass us still fur- 
ther in our relations with Spain.” 


APPROVE OF ACTION TAKEN. 


Members of Congress Uphold the Pres- 

ident, but Some of Them Doubt 
That War Will Follow. | 
Washington, D. C., March 6.—I Special. — 
Senator Deboe, relative to the demand for 
Lee’s recall, says: The President is right 
in his action in this matter, If Spain wants 
to fight and nothing else will satisfy her 
we will give her more fight than she can 
stand.

CONSUL W. B. BARKER RESIGNS. 


Piqued Because the Government Has 
Ignored His Reports on Ou- 
ban Affairs. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY SYLVESTER SCOVEL.] 

Havana, March 6~—[Copyright, 1898, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—Consul Walter B. Barker, sta- 
tioned at Sagua la Grande, has resigned. 
He feels that the American government, in 
its inactivity regarding Cuban affairs, has 
ignored all the consular reports and that 
the Consuls, to all intents and purposes, are 
useless as channels of information. 
he first Spanish Minister of the Colonies, 
when a Senator, quoted the American con- 
sular reports in the Spanish Cortes to show 
that war in Cube was inevitable unless 
gteat reforms were granted. Consul 
Barker's reports especially were referred to, 
and all the reports were characterized as 
*‘ calm statements of cold-blooded men used 
to telling the truth to their government.” 

Sehor Moret was right. War did come. 
But the American government paid less 
attention to its own agent’s reports than 
even Spain did, or the war would have end- 
ed long ago. Some hundreds of millions and 
hundreds of thousands of lives would have 
been saved, and the Maine would not have 
been blown up unawares, if the American 
government had acted on the reporte of the 
American Consuls in Cuba. 


If the detailed, exact information of eye 


witnesses officially received from Cuba were 
“unreservedly given to the American people 
an angry shout would rise from Maine to 
‘Texas. 


In face of horrors beyond description, in 
face of the loss to American interests, de- 
spite the now known fact that the Cuban war 
is hopeless for both sides, and in the full 
consciousness that its intervention will be 
forced finally anyhow, the government of the 

United States simply has allowed Spain to 
drag along and starve to death much more 
than a third of its still loyal Cuban subjects, 
while meanwhile it has been utterly unable 
te crush the revolutionists. 

‘Consul Walter B. Barker fought through- 
out the civil war. He has a considerable 
fortune, which is safely invested. He is. 
neither timid nor rash. Leading Wall street 
men and Senators signed for his retention 
in Office, and earnestly wished to see the 
War through.” But Mr. Barker has two 
things—a heart and a conscience. And no 
man with those two things and courage can 
be brought into daily contact with the cold- 
blooded horror of Cuba’s 'war—or, rather, 
Cuba’s premeditated starvation—in one of 
Cuba's smaller towns, without doing just 
what Mr. Barker has done—just refuse to 
lend official countenance, even though but 
@ very humble official, to further American

Walter B. Barker simply has reached the 
position in regard to the general attitude of 
the United States government toward the 
hopeless destruction in Cuba called war,“ 
that General Lee did regarding the treat- 
ment of American citizens when he cabled to 
Secretary Olney: I cannot stand another 
Ruiz murder.“ 

The Spanish press in Havana generally 
tries to discredit the American Red Cross 
efforts and to stop the arrival of American 
food in order to thus complete Cuban ex- 
termination.

EXPLANATION BY ORIGINATOR. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 6.—[{Special.}— 
For ten years the Consumers’ Gas Trust 
company of Indianapolis has been in suc- 
cessful operation, and it is believed by many 
thoughtful people that it furnishes a solu- 
tion of the much discussed problm as to the 
control of franchises, such as street rail- 
ways, telephones, water, and light plants. 
It was devised and originally promoted by 
Alfred F. Potts, a well-known attorney of 
this city. Mr. Potts has kindly prepared 
for Tun TRIBUNE the following account of 
his plan as it worked with the gas company 
and as he expects it to work with the street 
car question here: 


“The Consumers’ Gas Trust company was 
the outgrowth of the indignation which was 
aroused among the people of this city b 
the conduct of the managers of a . 
gas company, which, after bringing the pipe 
lines from the gas field to the city limits, re- 
fused to enter the city unless the Council 
would double the ordinance rates. 

“An ordinance had been passed which 
had fixed the rates on a basis which every- 
body believed was fair and would leave a 
wide margin of profit. When, therefore, 
this company attempted to hold the city up 
and deprive it of gas, a spirit was aroused 
which resulted in the organization of-a 

People's company. 

Many public meetings were held and sev- 
eral plans were suggested, but nothing 
seemed to meet with favor until I presented 
the plan which was afterwards adopted and 

thas been in successful operation ever since. 
While it was being formulated great pres- 
sure was brought to bear upon the Council 
to double the rates. I was put forward, 
backed by a strong committee, to insist 
upon a few days’ delay before the passage 


of the ordinance in order to give us an op- 


portunity to test public sentiment and as- 
certain whether the plan proposed would 
have sufficient financial backing. This de- 
lay was secured and a meeting of the Board 
of Trade was called at which we presented 
the plan and asked for its reference to a spe- 
clal committee. Though the meeting was 
full of friends of the opposition who de- 
nounced the plan as a dream we finally suc- 
ceeded in having it referred toa friendly 
committee. 


Business-Men Act Promptly.. 


“In the meantime Mr. A. A. McKain, who 
had been identified with some of the popu- 
lar movements in the same direction, 
joined me in a canvass among the influential 
men of the city, from whom we secured in- 
dorsements of the scheme and substantial 
subscriptions for the stock. It had before 
this time received the favorable considera- 
tion of some of the newspapers, so that pub- 
lic opinion in its favor grew very rapidly 
as the people came to believe that through 
such an organization they would be able 

increase the ordi- 
nance rates. 


“On Nov. 2, 1887, the articles of associa- 
tion were signed and filed. Headquarters 
Were at once opened and an organization 
was effected for a systematic canvass in 


_ every ward, it being our desire to interest 


the people in every section, so that no ad- 
verse legislation would be possible. 

“The stock was placed at $25 a share, 
payab/e in monthly installments, and the 
amounts — varied from $25 to 
10,000. Duririg the winter of 1887 the com- 
pany which had refused to serve us was 
pushing its work vigorously under the 
ordinance rates, obtaining all the contracts 
possible. In the meantime we were holding 
meetings in every ward urging the people to 
subscribe to and wait for the Consumers’ 
company, and the public spirit of the people 
Was such that thousands delayed the use 
of natural gas in order to wait for our 


supply. 

“Within a few weeks from the time the 
books were opened the first issue of stock, 
amounting to $500,000, had been subscribed, 
and within a few months the company was 
suppiying its customers and extending the 

es of the pipe. 

“I was only one among many earnest 


men who have great satisfaction that the 


result of our work has been a saving to the 
City of Indianapolis .of not less than 
$1,000,000 a year by reason of the organiza- 
tion of the Consumers’ Gas Trust com- 
pany, which held the price of gas at the 
ordinance rates. 


7 Plan of Organization. 

In devising the plan our object was to 
escape the recognized dangers of putting 
such an institution under any political con- 
trol, as is the case with all schemes for mu- 
nicipal ownership, and yet to so contro! it 
that its stock, though bought up by specu- 
lators, would give them no control by the 
election of directors. 

The formal plan adopted was as follows: 
Fitst—The creation of a self-perpetuating 
board of trustees who held no stock in any 
other company. Should a vacancy ‘arise it 
is filled by the survivors. The articles of 
incorporation named five of the most rep- 
resentative and public spirited men in the 
city. They were Albert G. Porter, John M. 
Butler, Thomas A. Morris, John W. Murphy, 
and Henry Schnull. 

“ Becond—All stock was subscribed with 
the express provision that it should remain 
in trust with these trustees with an irre- 
vocable power to vote the stock for di- 
rectors. Under this provision it is unimpor- 
tant who becomes the stockholders, as they 
have no power to elect a single director. 

“ Third—All stockholders agree to accept 
8 per cent interest in full of dividends and 
that any surplus remaining must be re- 
turned to the investor, and when they have 
received the full amount invested, with 8 
Ber cent interest, gas must then be fur- 
ished at cost. By this plan all interest 
paid out by the company remained at home. 
The investors are still the nominal holders 
f the stock, but get no dividends. By the 


Provision that the gas shall be furnished at 


cost after the investment has been returned 


it will be: seen that the public are the prac- | 


tical beneficiaries in securing the product 


at cost, and something better than mu- 


nicipal ownership is accomplished. 
Present Condition. 


“In completing the plant, with all the 


necessary connections, to supply the large 
demand, it became necessary to issue ad- 
ditional stock, amounting to $106,000, and 
to incur indebtedness of $750,000. During 
this period of construction and. extension 
the interest to stockholders had been ac- 
cumulating, which swelled the total sum 
Which the company had to pay to something 
Over $1,000,000. 

„The success ot this enterprise is demon- 
strated by the fact that its indebtedness ts 
how reduced to a current amount of about 
$50,000, and there is but $236,000 remaining 
due to the stockholders. This has been ac- 
complished while it has been necessary to 


Spend an enormous sum every year in the 
drilling of additional wells and the extension 


ef pipe lines still further into the field. 
The company has now over 325 miles of pipe 
line, supplied from 230 wells. Within three

RICHES FOR AN ACTRESS. 


GRACE BELASCO HEIR TO AN ESTI- 
~MATED QUARTER OF A MILLION. 


‘By the Death of Her Father, Calvin D. 
Tower, an 01d Chicago Manufactur- 
er, She Comes into Most of His For- 
 tune—Estrangement Between Pa- 
rent and Child, Caused by Her 
', Choice, of the Stage, Happily and 
_Recently Reconciled. 


By the “death of her father, Calvin D. 
Tower, 843 West Congress street, Chicago, 
Grace Wallace Belasco, known to the New 
York stage for her handsome figure and face, 
has come into a snug fortune, estimated by 
some to be as much as $250,000. Mr. Tower, 
who was an old resident of this city, where

Newspaper's Report at Mid- 
might Saturday. 
At midnight: Saturday the Associated 
Press discontinued its service 2 — Chicago 
Inter Ocean. A notification 2s sent to 
that paper from the Associated Press offices 
at the time the service was cut off. 

Melville E. Stone, manager of the As- 
sociated Press, is out of the city, I don’t 
know the reasons why the order to dis- 
continue our service were given,” said 
Night Manager N. G. Wright last evening. 
“ All I know is that the order came into 
the office Saturday midnight and we at once 
obeyed it. The instructions came from the 
general counsel of the Associated Press, 
John P. Wilson. What further action will 
be taken I do not know.“ Be i 

The following semi-official statement of 
the Associated Press’ side of the matter was 
given out last night: The Associated Press 
is an incorporated body, but its purpose is 
not for gain. The many newspapers of the 
country have joined together for the pur- 
bose of gathering and exchanging the cur- 
rent news of the day. Théexpense for such 
service is equally divided. There are never 
any profits. The Inter-Ocean first began 
buying from, and in return selling, its news 
to the New York Sun, a publication that, by 
its repeated confessions, is not only an 
enemy of the. Associated Press, but has 
done everything in its power to cripple its 
usefulness. So it was that. when the man- 
agement of the Associated Press became 
cognizant of the fact that the Inter-Ocean 
was both buying from and selling news to 
that publication, it was warned that it was 
violating a contract that was plain and im- 
perative. But the Inter-Ocean replied that 
it knew what it was doing and said that it 
would buy news wherever and from whom 
it pleased, without the advice and consent 
of the Associated Press. =" 

“When it was warned that ff it did not de- 
sist’ in such practices it would de ex- 
communicated, the Inter-Ocean went to 
court and sought to enjoin the. Associated 
Press from applying its rules—in other 
words, cutting it off the subscribers’ list. 
Judge Waterman ruled adversely to the 
complainants last Friday. The ax fell on 
Saturday night.“ 

We were cut off from the ed 
Press. service out of pure cussédness,” said 
George W. Hinman, editor of the Inter 
Ocean. 
by telephone, without a word of previous 
warning. The service was stopped, and we 
were notified that it had been done. We re- 
ceived no intimation as to where the orders 
had come from and no reason. The whole 
action was high-handed, and contrary to 
the by-laws of the Associated Press, which 
require a ten days’ notice after a complaint 
has been lodged with the Board of Di- 
rectors.

The comp int has been long and loud here- 
tofore that schéming persons could take 
possesion at will of the primaries, fix up 
their own slate, elect their own delegates, 
and thus control both the offices and the 
officers. Against these glaring evils of 
bossism the Civic federation has waged a 
successful war. But it has hard 
fighting to win in the contest. fo 

Now comes even the harder part of the 
struggle—to enforce the law. That battle, or 
series of successive battles, must be fought 
by the people themselves. The plotters and 
tricksters whe believe everything unlawful 
to be lawful in politics will do all in their 
power directly and indirectly to nullify the 
provisions of the law. Or else they will count 
on the apathy or the indifferende of the 
people in the matter and under the color of 
the law will continue the old game of sel- 
seeking and self-aggrandizement, | 

Let every Christian citizen do his duty. 
Let there be a combination of all good men 
to see that the polling places are properly 
selected and delegates proportionately 
divided. And if the self-willed, self-seeking, 
and self-elected leaders of any political 
party attempt any unfair or unlawful meas- 


punishment for their offenses.”

Then 
he outlined the plans which, while not so 
described, propose the consolidation of all 
so-called Democratic organizations in each 
ward into an auxiliary of the County Democ- 


racy.

We should 
enlist the support of every true Democrat 
and be able to select candidates from among 
our members.“ 

Tho party is at present so torn with fac-

Second, the point in dispute is the question 
of additional help demanded by the Jury 
commissioners. They already have nir 
men, a stenographer, one chief clerk, and 
three Jury commissioners. Their work con- 
sists in copying names from the registry and 
directory, writing up the jury cards, placing 
them in a box, and drawing them out upon 
the proper authority from the courts. It is 
purely clérical, and differs in no way from 
the old system, except that since the middle 
of last July the commission has mailed 
notices and examined something like 1,600 
men touching their qualifications to act as 
jurors. The work in former years was done 
by three clerks, and last year the County 
board obtained equally as good results as 
were obtained from the jury clerks’ system 
without employing a single man or costing 
the county one dollar. There is no disposi- 
tion to deny that the Jury commission is 
getting a good class of jurors, and that the 
new law is a successful one and should be 
enforced.. The only proposition is that the 
County board considers fourteen men ample 
to enforce it, and that it has no powers if it 
- desired to increase the number at this 

0. 

Probably Tus Trrsune knows that after 
the appropriation, either in the city or coun- 
ty, is once adopted, it canpot be changed 
during the year for which it is passed.

The escapade of Joseph Bernlak and Mary 
Westerham, an eloping couple from Balti- 
more, was cut short yesterday by the police. 
They were arrested in a handsomely fur- 
nished flat at 236 La Balle avenue, where 
they had been living as Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Van Sook. Bernlak is locked up at Central 
Station and Miss Westerham at the Hur- 
rison annex. 

Bernlak will be taken to Baltimore to- 
night to answer a charge of embezzling 
$2,000 from the United States Guitar and 
Zither company of that city. The woman 
is charged with being an accessory. 

Bernlak was manager of the concern for 
nearly five years. He was trusted by the 
firm, and when two weeks ago he failed to 
appear at his office nothing wrong was sus- 
pected. When, however, Mary Westerham, 


the firm's stenographer, failed to appear at 


her desk the following day the suspicions of 


the firm's officials were aroused and an in- 


vestigation was begun. In a day it was 
learned that Bernlak was $2,000 short in his 
accounts, with the prospects in favor of the 
shortage being more than doubled. De- 
tectives were put on his track, and they 
learned he had left town. It was also 
learned that Mary Westerham had gone 
with him. 


Traced to Chicago. 


ey were traded to Chicago, and Captain 
lleran was notified. The detectives, after 
a week's work, learned that Bernlak, under 
the name of Joseph Van Sook, was receiv- 
ing letters addressed through the Adams 
Express company. They shadowed the of- 
fice, and on Saturday night saw Bernlak 
enter the place. They followed him to 236 
La Salle avenue. 

They deferred arresting him until yester- 
day. Shortiy after 2 o'clock they rane the 
doorbell. The ring was answered by a young 
woman, who was recognized as Mary West- 
erham. To the inquiry of the policemen she 
said she was Mrs. Joseph Van Sook and 
that her husband was inside. He was called 
to the door, and there the two were arrested. 

Bornlak at first protested, denying his 
identity, but finally admitted who he was. 
His alleged wife burst into hysterical weep- 
ing and refused to accompany the officers. 
She had to be carried from the house *o the 
patrol wagon, in which they were taken to 
the Central Station. 


Bernlak Talks Freely. 


On the way Bernlak talked freely of the 
case, and, while not admitting his guilt, 
gaid he knew what He was wanted for, and 
that the alleged shortage would not reach 
$2,000. He intimated that a bookkeeper was 
responsible for the disappearance of part of 
the guitar company’s cash, and that this 
dookkeeper was probably now a prisoner at 
Baltimore. 

Miss Westerham, who is 22 years old, was 
not kept long at Central Station, but was 
taken to the Harrison street annex. She 
positively retused to be interviewed about 
her arrest. 

Bernlak is 50 years old, and, it is said, has 

a wife and family inGermany. He has been 

in the United States since 1883, and for the 
last five years has been in the employ of 
the guitar and Ather company.

Princess Philippe of Saxe-Coburg is by 
no means the only Princess who is excit- 
ing unfavorable attention in the South of 
France by the flagrancy of her infatuation 
for the young Hungarian Captain of Dra- 
goons, who has been the cause of her exile 
from the Court of Vienna, as well as of the 
ting of her only daughter, Princess Doro- 
thy, by Duke Ernest Guniher of Schleswig- 
Holstein. The pronounced partiality of the 
American born sovereign Princess of 
Monaco for that accomplished scion of the 
great banking house of Erlanger, who 
writes operas under the name of Isidore 
de Lara,” is likewise the subject of no end

It may be, however, that his absence is 
due also to the presence at Nice of his 
former wife, sister of thelate Duke of Ham- 
Uton, and now the consort of the énormous- 
ly wealthy and powerful Hungarian noble- 
man, Count Tassilo Festeticz, who is visit- 
ing the Riviera for the first time since she 
deserted the Prince of Monaco, carrying her 
boy along with her. Her marfiage was 
annulled by the Vatican ecclesiasticaliy,

against the Prince. 
It was on the strength of this annulment 
by the Vatican that the Prince thereupon 
married the widowed Duchess of Richelieu. 
But inasmuch as his first marriage was 
contracted in France, namely, at Paris, 
and according to French law, and since as 
he had failed to secure in advance from the 
French tribunals a decree of divorce giving 
judicial confirmation to the ecclesiastical 
decree of the Vatican, a doubt has always 
remained as to the legality of his present 
marriage.

When the Prince goes out driving by him- 
self he is content with one groom, but when 
his wife is on his side he considers two to 
be necessary. 

In spite of the frivolous character of this 
remarkably pretty, elegant, and pleasure- 
loving Princess, who is far and away the 
daintiest of all the granddaughters of Queen 
Victoria, and notwithstanding the fact that 
only a year before his marriage Crown 
Prince Ferdinand wanted to abandon his 
rights of succession to the throne of Rou- 
mania, and to retire to g cloister in conse- 
quence of his not being permitted to marry 
Helene Vacarescu, the designing maid of 
honor of his eccentric aunt, Queen Elizabeth 
(Carmen Sylva), the couple appear very 
much attached to one another, and more 
happy in each other’s society and more in 
love even after four or five years of mar- 
riage than any other royal couple in exist- 
ence.

The Chicago friends. of the late George 
W. G. Ferris are much perplexed over the 
news from Pittsburg ‘that the ashes of the 
inventor of the Ferris Wheel are held by 
Undertaker Hudson Samson pending the 
payment of the funeral expenses. They 
have written to people in Pittsburg asking 
for more definite information about the 
matter and are reserving all action until 
replies come to their inquiries. It is be- 
lieved they intend to pay the obligation. 

The Ferris Wheel was purchased by Rob- 
ert W. Hunt & Co. Mr. Hunt was seen last 
evening at his residence, 614 Division street.

BAN KS PREPARE FOR WAR |= 


| TAKE PRECAUTIONS TO MEET DRAINS 


FOR HOARDING PURPOSES. 


Large Shrinkage in Loans and Deposits 
Shown in New York Bank Statement 
Is Significant — Country Has the 
„Money with Which to Fight—Stocks 
Lower — An Erratic Murket in 
Wheat, with the Crowd Still Op- 


posed to the Big Interest. 


The New York bank statement of Satur- 
day, showing $23,198,900 decrease in deposits 
and $13,500,000 decrease in loans, affords the 
first important demonstration outside of the 
stock markets that financial interests gen- 
erally have come to feel that there will be 
war with Spain, or at least that the chances 
for war are so strong that it is but business 


prudence to be duly prepared for it. 


The heavy shrinkage in loans and deposits 
1 shown in the statement should not be con- 
strued to mean that there is the slightest 
menace or sign of danger in the present situ- 
ation. On the contrary, it is evident from 
the statement that the financial mechanisms 
of the country are in good order and are but 
working automatically to regulate and 
modify present conditions, so that if war 
does break out there can pe no disturbance 


to business. 


The first breath of-international trouble 
invariably throws some people into financial 
hysterics. They will immediately dispose of 
good investment securities at losses to them- 
selves but with chances of splendid profits 
to those who have the nerve and the good 
sense to take them at panic purchases. They 
will hastily withdraw their capital from safe 
and remunerative investments to shut it 
up in boxes where no war scare can pene- 
trate, but where there are perhaps better 
chances that “thieves may break through 
and steal.” Such people are in the end 
almost invariably severely punished for their 
idiotic cowardice, yet the trouble is that the 
harm they inflict upon themselves is but a 
small part of the harm they inflict upon the 
community. It is necessary in times like 
the present for conservative financial insti- 
tutions to take prompt precautions to dis- 
count this evil. There is bound to bea large 
and perhaps sudden hoarding of funds if a 
war announcement comes. There is also 
bound to be further large liquidation in 
stocks, partly voluntary, partly forced. The 
policy of prudence or of wisdom on the part 
of financial institutions, therefore, is to be- 
come more cautious and discriminative in 
the distribution of credit facilities; to in- 
crease ready cash reserves and have all 

available funds where they can be promptly 


used to replace funds withdrawn by 
who desire to hoard them. 


Withdrawals to the Interior. 
The loss in deposits was undoubtedly due 


to interior banks partially — 
their balances in order to anticipate shrink- 
ages at home. New York bankers appear to 
concur in this view, as shown in yesterday's 
dispatches. The Financier of that city says: 
“The only inference is that this money has 
gone to interior institutions, and this is 
further borne out in the fact that New York 
exchange at all important centers has ad- 
vanced from a heavy discount to par, and in 
some cases to a substantial premium. The 
amount shipped has been more than suffi- 
clent to meet legitimate trade demands. At 
the present time the movements seem to 
have. ceased. Future developments of a 
political character must decide whether it 
is to be resumed or whether the tide will turn 


and the money again flow to New Yor 


There is now a prospect of further large 
imports of gold in order to replenish the 
lessened money supplies in the East. The 
foreign balances on which this country can 
depend because of the credits accumulated 
on last year’s crop are enormous. The 
amount of about $6,000,000 In gold already 
imported is but a drop in the bucket, for 


probably considerably over $200,000, 


owed us by Europe, payments having for 
months been deferred owing to the profits 
in retaining balances at the European 
money centers. So far as national wealth is 
concerned, this country Surely could never 


be more opportunely fixed for war. 


Stocks during the week fully reflected the 
conditions of worry. Operators on both 
sides of the market were cautious pending 
developments, yet with the public so com- 
pletely out of the market, and with even 
| investors feeling inclined to wait, the market 
{ was given a bearish drift, and the week 
closed with prices lower. There is still op- 
portunity for the markets to go lower if the 
war scare progresses into fact, and for 
certainty they will rebound if the court of 
inquiry gives out a peace decision. What 
is true of New York stocks is for the present 
true of local stocks, as the latter are acting 


in full sympathy with the former. 
Activity in Wholesale Lines. 


Former conditions of activity and a large 
volume of trade continue in all wholesale 
lines. In dry goods, boots and shoes, and 
clothing, the spring season is at its height, 
and country merchants are in the local mar- 
ket in unusual numbers. Orders far in ex- 
cess of earlier expectations are being re- 
ceived from men on the road. Many of these 
are for prompt shipment, while goods or- 
dered personally by visiting merchants are 
to go forward ata later date. Prices in all 
the lines are being well sustained. Collec- 
tions indicate an active and healthy state 
of business at all interior points, especially 
in agricultural districts where grain has been 
marketed with unusual freedom, the com- 
paratively high prices for wheat having put 
the farmer in a more prosperous condition 
than has been his fortune for a number of 
years. Shipping conditions have undergone 
a slight change in that there is now no spe- 
cial division between the districts to which 
goods in the principal lines are going for- 
ward. Several weeks ago the movement was 
principally throughout the corn beit; now it 
is about equally divided between that and 


the wheat growing parts of the country. 


Satisfactory business conditions are in- 
dicated by bank clearings, which are large- 
ly in excess of last year’s figures. For the 
week closing on Saturday the increase was 
over 50 per cent. This total comes from all 
the business interests, not the least of which: 
is railroad earnings, which, on about all the 
Western lines, average from 12 to 15 per 
cent over 1897, and from 6 per cent to 8 
per cent over the figures of 1892, which in 
all lines was a year of unusual activity and 


prosperity. 


As a result of reduction in cotton 
goods continue to show an improvement 
both in demand and price. Woolens, on 
the contrary, are still in the depression 
which has marked this trade for several 
months. It is considered doubtful if a bet- 
ter state of things will make itself mani- 
fest in any marked degree until a full set- 
tlement of labor difficulties shall have been 
reached. Strikes in many of the Eastern 
mills continue to depress trade in that dis- 
trict. The effect of this is a strengthening 
— local prices on woolens and an inability 

e part of local merchants to have or- 
anne licated at prices made on original 


invoices. 


Boots and shoes have been somewhat im- 
proved during the last couple of weeks. 
For a long time higher prices demanded for 
leather tended to reduce profits in this line 
and made it impossible for local manufac- 
turers to dispose of what they considered a 
full complement of goods. Advances in 
prices named to dealers has not been pro- 
nounced, but are sufficient to encourage the 
manufacturers to look forward to a time 
when boots and shoes can be at least sold 
without a loss. Iron and steel continue to 
be leaders in strength so far as the heavier 
markets are concerned. Consumption of 
crude products is large and on the increase. 
Pig iron prices are firmly maintained at 
$12.00 to $12.50 for Northern product. The 
somewhat unusual condition in the iron 
trade is an advance throughout the North- 
ern districts of from 85c to 50c per ton, with- 
out a corresponding increase being made at 
Southern points of output. Local production 
1s believed to have been sold ahead for prac- 
tically six months. At many mills the Feb- 
ruary shipment was larger than during any 


similar period in the history of the trade.
